TEN DAYS LATER FROM ENGLAND. 


By the arrival at Boston of the ship Triton, 
Capt. Bussey, in 31 days from Liverpool, the edi- 
tors of the Sbadbed Advertiser bave received 
from their attentive correspondents, files of Lon- 
don papers to tlre 10th and Liverpool of the 11th 
of July. : ‘ 

The contents of the foreignjournals, from which 
we have made extracts, are of a more warlike 
aspect than those received! by the last arrival, and 
strengthen the opinion, which we have never yet 
seen cause altogether to abandon, that the Turks 
will not accede to the terms proposed by Russia 
until force is employed. The horrible massacre, 
of the Greeks at Scio, has excited the greatest in- 
dignation at St. Petersburgh and Moscow, and is 
stated to have produced a change in the views of 
Alexander, no way favourable to the continuance 
of peace. If such has been the eflect produced 
by this barbarous policy, what are we to expect 
from the account of the more recent slaughter, 
in cold blood, at Constantinople, of the ‘Greeks, 
residing in that city, who had offered themselves, 
and were accepted as hostag 
haviour of their few remaining bre 
caped the butchering knives” of the feroc 
Musselmen? Alexander himself Pmay be cajoted 
by the pressing rerresentations mame to him as 
to the dangers which threaten ® legaitinr acy,” by 
the establishment of free governments in the East. 
But we have yet to Jearn that the nobles of Russia, 
wv hose influence at any time can controul the de- 
cisions of the sovereign, are disposed to shut their 
eves to the rights of humanity, and to allow those 
of their own faith to be exterminated, wiwout 
making one effort to stay the hauds of their blood 
thirsty persecuiors.

This 
last victory was gained the 4th of June, in the en- 
virons of Zeitouni, by three Greek corps united, 
under the orders of Ypsilanti, Diamanti, and Odys- 
seus. By this last victory, the plan of operation 
formed at Constantinople to effect the subjection 
of the Morea has entirely failed, The Greeks are 
ogain masters of Thessaly, with the exception of 
some forts and the town of Larissa.

q “Swrewa, 17th May, 1822. 

“ Dear Sir—Our situation in this country re- 
mains about as disstressing as ever; in fact, more 
so. Formerly, we were only doomed to witness 
daily murders in our streets; now, we see poor wo. 
men and children torn from their homes, and sold 
to the Turks in Asia, The daughter of a poor 
Greek peasant sold to a Turkish Aga, may pass; 
but a young lady, brought up in all the luxury of 
affluence, sold to a rich Turbish boor, and with him 
to inhabit the hills and plains of Asia~a mother 
brought thus far with her children, companions of 
her misery—and then witnessing the state of one 
poor child after the other, to be scattered over the 
country—what can equal this? death is nothing to 
it. Strict orders have been given to prevent the 
sale of any of their slaves to any Christian: a few, 
have been bought by the force of money. All the 
men in Scio have been killed, and all the women 
and children made slaves.
